The President o f the United States, the v ice 
president, and practically ev ery bo dy else wants 
y o u to driv e mo re carefully o n December 1—care­ 
fully eno ugh fo r all o f us to go 24 ho urs witho ut 
an accident. 
Impo ssible’’ 
May be. 
But the reco rd sho ws 
that y ear by y ear, despite a tremendo us gro wlh in 
the number o f mo to r v ehicles o n the ro ads. Amer­ 
icans as driv ers are getting safer. 
Highway accidents caused 3 6 .000 deaths in 
195 4 . 
As terrify ing as that to tal is. there were 
2,3 00 fewer traffic deaths than in 195 3 , and 195 4 
can be co unted a majo r impro v ement o v er 194 1, 
when almo st 4 0.000 perso ns lo st their liv es o n the 
highway s. 
;\nd that’s o nly half the sto ry . 
Traffic deaths 
per to o millio n miles o f trav el in 195 4 were o nly 
6 .4 . as against 16 .3 in 1927 , the first y ear fo r which 
such data are av ailable. 
And this despite the fact 
that in 195 4 there were almo st 6 0 millio n mo to r 
v ehicle registratio ns in the United States, as against 
o nlv slightly mo re than 23 millio n registratio ns in 
1927 . 
The reco rd sho ws, to o , that safety campaigns 
like tho se fo r S-D Day are mo re than wasted en­ 
ergy . 
On S-D Day in 195 4 , the first o ne—o n De­ 
cember 15 — 5 1 peo ple lo st their liv es. 
But this 
wa.s nine fewer than o n the co mparable day fo r 
195 3 . 
And there were 8 4 1 fewer perso ns injured 
o n S-D Day in 195 4 than o n the 195 3 day . and 95 4 
fewer accidents. 
Why an S-D Day , any way ? 
Aside fro m the 
go al o f a day witho ut highway lo ss o f life, there's 
an ev en mo re impo rtant o bjectiv e, acco rding to 
Rear Adm. H. B. Miller (Ret.), directo r o f the Pres­ 
ident’s co mmittee. 
It’s “ stimulatio n o f y ear-aro und 
suppo rt fo r pro v en, y ear-aro und pro grams o f traffic 
safety .” 
A lo t o f educated peo ple are back o f the traf­ 
fic safety mo v ement. 
American Auto mo bile Asso ­ 
ciatio n delegates, fo r ex ample, o n September 22 
urged auto mo bile manufacturers to “ to ne do wn 
their increasing emphasis o n mo re and mo re ho rse­ 
po wer and higher and higher speed po tentials in 
their new m o dels.” They want the auto makers to 
pro tect the driv er against his o wn mistakes and 
step up effo rts “ to dev elo p and intro duce new 
safety features into the co nstructio n o f auto mo ­ 
biles.” 
, 
So hav e “ safety respo nsibility ” laws as rec­ 
o mmended by the AAA, The District o f Co lumbia 
and 4 5 states— with 95 per cent o f all passenger 
car registratio ns— no w hav e such laws.

Professional Police 


When m ost of u s think of a policem an, to mind 
crotchety person who directs traffic or who tells you to 
move on when you form p art of a crowd. 
When I w as 
a boy on the sidew alks of New York, it w as different. 
The policem an w as an enorm ou s hu lk of an Irishm an 
who knew everyone on the block, listened to all their 
trou bles, m ade peace between hu sbands and wives, look­ 
ed after fhcir children so that they wou ld not get into 
trou ble. 
We had no ju venile delinqu ents then, ju st som e 
had boys and girls and the cop on the beat knew how to 
take care of them . 
Tru e, there w ere street fights, bu t 
we had not yet learned th at disrespect for parents and 
elders w as a m ark of progress and, therefore, when the 
cop showed u p on the scene, the fight was over. 


.So the other day, 1 went down to W ashington to 
attend the com m encem ent exercises of the FBI .Aca­ 
dem y which does not train FBI agents bu t consists 
of classes of local police officers who get a refresher 
cou rse in the techniqu es of professionalized policing. 
This academ y has been in existence abou t 20 years, 
and has,jtu rned ou t m ore than 3.000 stu dents. 


One of the speakers on this occa.sion wa.s a form er 
gradu ate of this school, Stephen P. Kennedy, who is now 
Police Com m issioner of New York, which is an exceed­ 
ingly tou gh job becau se New York is as large as som e 
cou ntries and contains people of every race, color, creed 
and variety of habits, cu stom s and traditions. 
Also its 
terrain, as Kennedy points ou t. m ake it a difficu lt place 
to police. 
Also the police force is so frightfu lly u nder­ 
m anned that there are hardly enou gh to go arou nd. 
It w as in this atm osphere that I learned w hat su ch 
m en as J, E dgar Hoover and Stephen P. Kennedy m ean 
by professional police. W hat they m ean is th at the po­ 
lice have fu nctions Jlo perform as a doctor does and that 
therefore, a police officer has to m aintain law and order 
w ithou t regard to the political fu nctions of those who 
tem porarily hold elective office. 


In .New York, it u sed to be traditional that when 
a new police com m issioner took office, the m ayor or 
the head of T am m any Hail wou ld hand him instru c­ 
tions for prom otions, ou t of line, based on political 
gratitu de often u nrelated to ability. 
In recent years, 
this has been com plicated by political insistence on 
the virtu e of paving off political debts to the so-called 
racial and religiou s m inorities. 
By appointing a per­ 
son to office who cam e from one of these grou ps, 
the politicians were able to show that they w ere not 
gu ilty of racial or religiou s discrim ination, even if the 
appointee were a dope. 


None of this is professional policing and m ay be re ­ 
sponsible for som e of the disrespect for law. order, and 
policing. 
So these m en in the FBI .Academy are given 
I dc.-^e of professional training and professional ideals 
an ! it is hoped that when they retu rn to their com m u ni­ 
ties. they will be strong enou gh in spirit to resist the seif- 
;erving politicians

Bu t there is another side, the technical side of 
J 
policing which requ ires constant refreshing if a police 
officer is to know what he is abou t. 
Those who com ­ 
m it crim es against life, property or civilization can 
only be convicted by facts. 
The FBI specializes in 
facts and is u p-to-date m echanically to accu m u late, 
index and deliver facts. 
One item alone will explain. 
The FBI has a store of m ore than 137,000,000 finger­ 
prints which are scientifically indexed and which can 
He delivered by m echanical devices in minu tes. 


In this day of scientific crim e, the p* ncem an mu vt 
u nderstand a fact when he sees one. 
He needs to know 
when and how to get at facts and bow to u se them so that 
w hat he say abou t facts will stand u p in a cou rt of law 
u nder the ru les of evidence. 
Su ch a police officer as 
Stephen Kennedy is not only a cop who has walked the 
beat bu t he is also a law yer, as a re m any FBI agents. 
Su ch m en know how to prepare their cases so w hen they 
com e into cou rt, their testim ony is not beaten down by 
a shrew d law yer 
W hether they deal with dope pedd!er> 
or Alger Hisses, it is u pon facts th at they m u st depend. ‘

S-D Day, An Object 
Lesson In Safety 


The President of the United States, the vice 
president, and practically everybody else want* 
you to drive more carefully on December I —care­ 
fully enough for all of us to go 24 hours without 
an accident. 
Impossible? 
Maybe. 
But the record shows 
that year by year, despite a tremendous growth in 
the number of motor vehicles on the roads, Amer­ 
icans as drivers are getting safer. 
Highway accidents caused 36.000 deaths in 
1954. 
As terrifying as that total is. there were 
2,300 fewer traffic deaths than in 1953. and 1954 
can be counted a major improvement over 1941, 
when almost 40.000 persons lost their lives on the 
highways. 
And that’s only half the story. Traffic deaths 
per IOO million miles of travel in 1954 were only 
6.4, as against 16.3 in 1927, the first year for which 
such data are available. And this despite the fact 
that in 1954 there were almost 60 million motor 
vehicle registrations in the United States, as against 
only slightly more than 23 million registrations in 
1927. 
The record shows, too, that safety campaigns 
like those for S*D Day arc more than wasted en­ 
ergy. 
On S D Day in 1954, the first one—on De­ 
cember 15—51 people lost their lives. 
But this 
was nine fewer than on the comparable day for 
1953. And there were 841 fewer persons injured 
on S-D Day in 1954 than on the 1953 day, and 954 
fewer accidents. 
Why an S-D Day. anyway? Aside from the 
goal of a day without highway loss of life, there s 
an even more important objective, according to 
Rear Adm. H. B. Miller (Ret.), director of the Pres­ 
idents committee. It’s "stimulation of year-around 
support for proven, year-around programs of traffic 
safety.” 
A lot of educated people are back of the traf­ 
fic safety movement. American Automobile Asso­ 
ciation delegates, for example, on September 22 
urged automobile manufacturers to "tone down 
their increasing emphasis on more and more horse­ 
power and higher and higher speed potentials in 
their new models.” They want the auto makers to 
protect the driver against his own mistakes and 
step up efforts “to develop and introduce new 
safety features into the construction of automo­ 
biles.” 
, 
So have ‘‘safety responsibility” laws as rec­ 
ommended by the AAA, The District of Columbia 
and 45 states—with 95 per cent of all passenger 
car registrations—now have such laws.

Professional Police 


When most of us think of a policeman, to mind 
crotchety person who directs traffic or who tells you to 
move on when you form part of a crowd. 
When I was 
a boy on the sidewalks of New York. it was different. 
The policeman was an enormous hulk of an Irishman 
who knew everyone on the block, listened to all their 
troubles, made peace between husbands and wives, look­ 
ed after their children so that they would not get into 
trouble. 
We had no juvenile delinquents then, just some 
had boys and girls and the cop on the beat knew how to 
take care of them. 
True, there were street tights, but 
we had not yet learned that disrespect for parents and 
elders was a mark of progress and, therefore, when the 
cop showed up on the scene, the fight was over. 


So the other day, I went down to Washington to 
attend the commencement exercises of the F B I Aca­ 
demy which does not train FR I agents but consists 
of classes of local police officers who get a refresher 
course in the techniques of professionalized policing. 
This academy has been in existence about 20 years, 
and ha^turned out more than 3.000 students. 


One of the speakers on this occasion was a former 
graduate of this school. Stephen P. Kennedy, who is now 
Police Commissioner of New York, which is an exceed­ 
ingly tough job because New York is as large as some 
countries and contains people of every race, color, creed 
and variety of habits, customs and traditions. 
Also its 
terrain, as Kennedy points out. make it a difficult place 
to police. 
Also the police force is so frightfully under­ 
manned that there are hardly enough to go around, 
It was in this atmosphere that I learned what such 
men as J. Edgar Hoover and Stephen P. Kennedy mean 
by professional polk-e 
-What they mean is that the po­ 
lice have functions go perform as a doctor does and that 
therefore, a police officer has to maintain law and order 
without regard to the political functions of those wh« 
temporarily hold elective office. 


In New York, it used to be traditional that when 
a new police commissioner took office, the mayor or 
the head of Tammany Hall would hand him instruc­ 
tions for promotions, out of line, based on political 
gratitude often unrelated to ability. 
In recent years. 
Ibis has bern complicated by political insistence on 
the virtue of paying off political debts to the so-called 
racial and religious minorities. 
By appointing a per­ 
son to office who came from one of these groups, 
the politicians were able to show that they were not 
guilty of racial or religious discrimination, even if the 
appointee were a dope. 


None of this is, professional polic ing and may be re- 
*P' risible for some of the disrespect for law. order, and 
policing. 
So these men in the F B I Academy sre given 
a dose of professional training and professional ideals 
an I it is hoped that when they return to their communi­ 
ties. they will be strong enough in spirit to resist the self- 
serving politicians. 


But there is another side, the technical side of 
policing which requires constant refreshing if a police 
officer is to know what he is about. Those who com­ 
mit crimes against life, property or civilisation can 
only be convicted by facts. 
The F B I specializes in 
facts and is up-to-date mechanically to accumulate, 
index and deliver farts. One item alone will explain. 
The F B I has a stare of more than 137,900,000 finger­ 
prints which are scientifically indexed and which can 
He delivered by mechanical devices in minutes. 


In this day of scientific crime, the policeman must" 
understand a fact when he sees one 
He needs to know 
when and how to get at facts and how to use them so that 
what he say about facts will stand up rn a court of law 
under the rules of evidence. 
Such a police officer as 
Stephen Kennedy is not only a cop who has walked the 
beat but he is also a lawyer, as are many F B I agents. 
Such men know how to prepare their cases so when they 
come into court, their testimony is not beaten down by 
a shrewd !aw>er 
Whether they deal with dope peddlers 
or Aiger Hisses, it is upon facts that they must depend.

Committee On Constitutional Rights Criticized 


WASHINGTON—Tens of thou­ 
sands of law • abiding, l o y a l 
American citizens are every day 
deprived of t h e i i constitutional 
rights by being 
denied employ­ 
ment unless they sacrifice their 
beliefs, but they cannot get" con­ 
sideration from the Senate Judi­ 
ciary Sub-committee on Constitu­ 
tional Rights. 
This committee, headed by Sen­ 
ator Hennings, Democrat, of Mis­ 
souri, has become the chief forum 
for the airing of the grievances of 
"security risks” and of other per­ 
sons who have 
been mixed up 
either with Communists or Com­ 
munist organizations a n d w h o 
claim their rights were impaired. 
But Senator Hennings has just 
written Senator Curtis, Republican, 
of Nebraska, that the committee 
isn’t 
interested 
in 
investigating 
any "problems capable of full sol­ 
ution in the courts.” lf this really 
were the criterion—instead of an 
excuse for inaction— the Senate 
subcommittee would have to shut 
up shop. For there isn’t a single 
question 
of constitutional 
rights 
before it on the “ security risk” 
problem that isn’t being tackled 
now and cannot be solved by the 
federal courts. 


No Differentiation 


The Hennings Committee, with 
a lot of fanfare, told the public 
a few months ago it would use 
the taxpayers’ money to find out 
if the constitutional rights of the 
citizens a r e 
being 
abused. 
It 
m a d e no differentiation as to 
which rights it would investigate 
when it got its funds from the 
Senate. 
The 
money 
was voted 
on the assumption that all con- 
stitutional 
rights 
of 
the citizen 
would be examined, and not just 
the rights of a few misguided in­ 
dividuals who became entangled

in the operations of the security

It so happens that the federal 
courts 
h a v e before

question of the right of the exec­ 
utive departments of the govern­ 
ment to fire security 
risks.

Mishandling Limited 
There are probably less than 
IOO “ security risk" cases in Am­ 
erica in which there is a serious 
q u e s t i o n of mishandling, but 
there are millions of persons af­ 
fected by the loss of the liberty 
known as "the right to work.” 
This right ii guaranteed by the 
Constitution, which says that no 
law shall he passed that will in­ 
terfere with the liberty 
of the 
American citizen. In various in­ 
dustries there are thousands of
